Push Maysville. 

Before closing this seriea of Talks, we want to say a few words re- 
garding the gas and blectrio service here in IfaysviUe. 

There is comparatively little to be said about the gas service. Aa 
yoQ all know, we are fornishing artificial gas at present, but, io the 
Spring, we intend to hring in natural gas, which will be supplied at a 
net rate not exceeding thirty cents per 1.0(10 cubic feet. 

Tbe natural gaa will be brought to Maysville through a large trunk 
main connecting with tbe Oolumbia Gas A Electric Company's pipe'Hne^ 
about two and a half miles back in the coantry. We have preetleally 
seenred the right of way for tbe trunk main and tbe work of laying it 
will begin as soon as the frost is oat of tbe groond in tbe early Spring 

This work, the completion of which will put Maysville on an t (|ual 
footing with Cincinnati and C/'ovington in the matter of gas service, is 
goint; to be very costly and. in addition, will involve tbe entire aban» 
donment of our artificial gas plant which has been bailt np to a higb 
state of eiBoienoy and which will be practically a total loss. 

In regard to the electric service, it is admitted in public service ciV- 
des, as we have told yoa in former Talks, that Maysville has.reason to 
be proud. 

There are comparatively few cities of equal size anywhere in the;, 
country, where service is maintaiucd uu a twenty>fonr*boor sefaedQlo aa> 
is the case here. And where such a schedule is in effect, the rates are 
usually higher. 

Another thing in regard to May svi lie's service that is somewhat 
out of the ordinary for a city of this is tbe fact that tbe streets are- 
ligbted nn an all-night schedide. 

This is one of the very liest advertisements a city can have and 
never fails to impress the visitor from outside. 

Cities are coming more and more to realize the value of welMighted 
streets, not only as an advertisement of the progressivebess of the town,. 
' but as a means of protection against crime. 

Tbe point we want to make is that Maysville is mdst favorably 

situated as regards public utilities and shipping facilities, to offer re- 

marluible indacements to capital. 

Therefore, while we have done what we could to attain this posi> 

tioo, we want to keep on working for the advanceroent of Maysville
